Please excuse my ignorance, but I am new to the world of RF... 

A good friend of mine is going to use the AD7008 in his dream rig, and 
bought the evaluation kit from AD (don't buy the evaluation kit; if you 
are considering it, drop me a line and I'll elaborate). Something people 
should be aware of is while the mag. article specs look _great_, there 
are a _lot_ of spurs generated by DDS chips (read the synth. section of 
the ARRL handbook for a discription, and theory that is still just a 
little bit over my head). Tom wrote some software to scan the frequency 
back and forth and we looked at the output on a 141T spectrum analyser. 
Kind of fun watching the spurs march back and forth... :-) Anayway, 
since he only wants to run it from 70 MHz to 100 MHz (I think; over a 30 
MHz range) what he will do is use a 24n crystal (4.096? 8.192?) to get 
1/256 of a Hz resoulution, and use a motorola PLL chip to multiply the 
frequency up by 256, giving 1 Hz resoulution. After the DDS a .39 MHz 
low pass filter is used (or was it a band pass?) to clean up some spurs, 
and a good loop filter also cleaned up a lot. He talked this over with 
Brode (sp, some guy who has written several books on PLLs) and he thinks 
that this idea will work. He will also be able to change the frequency 
at a reasonable rate (about 10 ms if I remember, too good of a loop 
filter and the PLL will take too long to lock up). Anyway, I hope to 
reproduce what he has done in my dream radio also. While the chip looked 
great at first (a true "dream" come true!) as with most things, it's not 
as simple as it might first appear.
